Washington, May 14.—Although Am- 
bassador Gerard at Berlin had been di- 
rected to notify the state department of 
his receipt of the American note to 
Germany, no word 
came today 
from 
him. 


Officials were sure, however, that the 
communication had reached Berlin and 
•undoubtedly had been presented to the 
German foreign office. 
The absence of 
any message from Mr. Gerard, they at- 
tributed to the congestion to telegraph 
•wires in Italy. 


Count Bernstorff, the German ambas- 
sador, made an engagement to go to 
the state department, to call Mr. Bry- 
an's attention to reports again pub- 
lished today purporting to forecast a 
complete refusal by Germany to all the 
American representations, and point out 
that the embassy was in no way a 
source of them.

tions of American rights on the high 
Beas. 


Germany is asked in the note to dis 
avow that acts of her submarine com 
manders for torpedoing without warn 
Jng of the Lusitania, a British ship 
with a loss of more than 100 American 
lives and the American steamer gulf- 
light "as a result of which two or more 
American 
citizens 
met 
their 
death." 
Reparation 'so far as reparation is pos- 
sible" is asked and the United States 
declares it 'confidently expects that the 
Imperial German government will takp 
Immediate steps to prevent the recur- 
rence" of such acts and practice 
No Time Specified. 


No time is specified for a reply, but 
the communication says: 
"The goveni- 
ment and people of the United States 
look to the imperial German government 
for just, prompt and enlightened action 
in this vital matter." 


The course to be pursued by 
the 
United States in the event of a non- 
compliance with its requests and ex- 
pectations, is not stated, but high of- 
ficials pointed out that the conclusion of 
the note was intended to impress upon 
Germany that there should be no mis- 
apprehension irt Berlin of the firm pur- 
pose of the United States to safeguard 
its rights by any means necessary. This 
is expressed in the final sentence which 
Bays: 


"The imperial government will not ex- 
pect the

Also Made Emphatic. 


In another portion emphasis is laid 
on the inability of submarines to exer- 
cise the right of visit and search at sea 
because of practical difficulties making 
it impossible for them to make a prize 
of merchantmen since a prize crew could 
not be put aboard or if taken as a prize 
the ship could not be sunk without leav- 
ing the neutral vessel's crew "to the 
mercy of the sea in her small boats." 


It was this feature—the application of 
the rules of naval prixe law to the cases 
of neutral vessels carrying contraband, 
encountered by submarines—which at- 
tracted attention when the German cir- 
cular noto to neutrals was filed. The 
argument made in the American note of 
today is designed to point out the in- 
admissibility of what had been regard- 
ed in some quarters as concessions by 
Germany in tlio treatment of neutral 
merchantmen. 


Regarded as Important. 


The citation in the note of "the ex- 
plicit stipulations of the treaty of 1828 
between the United States and Prussia" 
was regarded as important from a legal 
point of view. Under the tn-aty Amer- 
ican ships are given the right to unre- 
stricted freedom of the acae in times of 
war and even if carrying contraband, in- 
cluding munitions of war, the ships or 
cargoes cannot be confiscated but may 
be detained and the cargo requisitioned 
in which event all contraband or non- 
ccntraband taken must be j)aid for ir- 
respective of its destination. 


Adopt Policy of Silence, 


White house officials adopted the pol- 
icy of silcnce. They felt that any dis- 
cussion at tliis time would be useless 
and inopportune inasmuch as the ques- 
tion is now before the Berlin 
govern- 
ment.

Joe Schweishal, aged 35, a journeyman 
bricklayer, crazed by drink, attempted 
to end his life in a cell at city police 
headquarters, at 9 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing, by stabbing himself repeatedly in 
the breast with a small penknife.

Schfeishal had just been arraigned on 
a drunk charge and continued by Judge 
Kerr in the city court until next week 
and removed with other prisoners to the 
holdover cell to await removal to the 
jail, when companions in the cell excit-

called 
to 
Stationmaster 
Joseph 
Degitz that the man was trying to kill 
himself. 
Schweishal Avas found strug 
gling with the others, who were trying 
to restrain him, and had already driven 
the blade of his small knife its length 
into his breast in four places. 
Police 
Surgeon J. Frank 
Dinneii, 
who 
was 
called to attend the frenzied man, said 
the wounds were not serious if infection 
was avoided. 


While his injuries were being dressed 
Schweishal said to Oflicer Degitz: 


"Give me that knife and I'll give 'er 
another jab that'll 
do the 
business. 
Wlhere's 
my 
heart, 
anyway? 
That's 
what I want to get at." 


When told later at the jail that his 
hat, left at police headquarters, would 
be, brought to him, Schweishal 
said: 
You needn't mind; I won't need it any 
more. I'll finish this job before the day 
is over." 


Schweishal was arrested late Thursday 
night in a rooming house at 129 Wegt 
Columbia street, where he had barricaded 
the door of liis rpom with his bed and 
other furniture and was shrieking from 
his open window for the police. He told 
the landlady of the place that men were 
following him and he wanted to get 
away from them. 
In the ,city court he 
said that the men had followed him

in the room'he could hear them whis- 
pering outride his door with the mistress

struck from the rear, Hutchinson and 
Hans being hurled to one side a dis- 
tance of several feet. Richey, who was 
in the rear .«oat, was not so fortunate, 
death bcinsj instantancons. 


Tho engineer 
on 
the Pennsylvania 
train did not know there had been an 
accident until ho was stopped at Mon- 
roc\nlle. 


Hans Seriously Injured. 
Hans was broTiijht to Fort Wayne oa 
a special Pennsylvania train and hur- 
ried to the St. Joseph hospital, whero 
his injuries wore immediately dressed. 
He suffered two deep gashes on the top . 
of the 
head, 
besides 
serions bruises 
about tho face and body. While aerious- 
ly injured tho attondinec physicians be- 
lieve he will rocovor. 


Hutchinson, who occupied the front 
seat in the car, 
escaped 
with a few 
minor cuts and bruises, the most serl-»- 
ous beinfr on the wrist. 
After his in- 
juries were drossod at the hospital he 
was able to walk home. 


The accident occurred at the Main 
street crossinjr in Maples, Both Hutch- 
inson and Hans ii<iree that they Tver© 
runninfr slowly, but did not hear thp 
approaching train until too late io keep 
from boingr struck. 
If Hans had not 
turned his car suddenly to the east the 
chances are that all three men would 
have been killed. His presence of mind, 
hoAvever, prevented a^ more serious ac- 
cident, 


Tho three men left at 6:30 o'clock to 
paint a jjarag-c for Fred Hoffman, resid- 
ing near Monroeville. 
They intended to 
be ijone over night and return to Fort 
Wayne Satiu'day evening. 


A few seconds after the accident tho 
entire population of Maples was at tho . 
railroad crossing giving aid to the in- - 
jured, and lending every possible assist- 
ance they could. 
Dr. I. N. Myers, or 
Maples, attended to Hans' injuries until 
tho arrival of the special train from 
Fort Wayne, and then accompanied liim 
to the hospitaJ in tlji« city. 


Hutchinson needed little 
attentioi;i, 
he being more frightened than liuii. 
Hans was rendered unconscious, but re- 
gained consciousness shortly after bis 
arrival at the hospital. 


Richey Well Known. 
Richey, who was killed, had been in 
the employ of Hans for about a, montll 
and a half. He was single and was'well 
Iqiovra about town.

from April 1 to May 1, re-adjustment of the rural postal service re- 
duci^'d operating expenses $292,052. 
This sum has been utilized in 
the establishment of 439 new routes, serving approximately 254,435 
ad^tional persons. From May 1 to May 5, a reduction in operating 
expenses, of $120,408 resulted. 
This sum was utilized to establish 
176 new routes, serving approximately 99,230 additional persons. 


'' i t is apparent that the plans of Postmaster General Burleson 
eoxiiempVate a vast extension of the service in all parts of the coun- 
trywhere it is at all practicable or desirable. 
Brery petition pend- 
Wgim the posotffiee department for the establishment of rural deliv- 
fry liervice has now been approved by the postmaster-general. Or- 
derf ;ll8iVe been issued which will put all this new service into oper- 
itl^ii ¿Tiring the present fiscal year. 


" As the next step toward the expansion'of the postal service on 
terms of equality throughout the United States, the postmaster- 
IJ^^al i a s directed his fourth assistant, who has charge of rural de« 
UWijjr serviee, to provide for the extension of delivery to all patrons 
rlaipnably entitled to it, regardless of whether or not a petition for 
the service is on file in the department. 


Thii introduces a new policy in the administration of postal af- 
fairs; The department, therefore, will move for the extension of 
postal facilities and not wait for requests therefor. 
Investigation 
will be made to ascertain the localities where necessity justifies the 
estdblishinent of new routes or the extension of old ones. 


To this end postmasters in localities where it appears that pres- 
ent service is not adequate, will be instructed to make detailed re- 
ports to the postmaster-general as to whether the establishment of 
niew rural routes in their vicinity would liKl^be desirable. In fine, 
these postmasters will be ^expected to furnish the department with 
information as to how the existing service can be enlarged to meet 
the requirements of all prospective patrons. 


It is doubtful if any progressive step in American postal methods 
has been 80 widely beneficial or so deeply appreciated by the public 
as has been the rural free delivery service.

ment, and ha.s brought six or seven prov- 
inces into line which ha/1 declared their 
independence and established independ- 
ent g-overnments. 


"Tt was months before any province 
remitted a dollar to the national treas- 
ury, and the government expenses were 
met by foreign loans. 


"This disorganized condition was fol- 
lowed by the rebellion of 8un Y a t Sen, 
and the rebellion of White AV'olf, both 
of which were Rui)prossed and the au- 
thority of the national government over 
all provinces was established. 


"In the second place, Yuan f^Iii Kai 
has restored the finances so that nation- 
al expenses are fully met by the nation- 
al income. 
The president of the Hong 
Kong and Shan^rhai Banking corporation, 
the largest banking house in the orient, 
sav& that the,financial conditioTj of the 
Chinfese government, especially in view 
of the European war, is exceedingly fa- 
vorable. 


"Then Y'uan Shi Kai has pushed for- 
ward the opium reform. 
I 
have, 
just 
been on a S.OOO-mile 
trip 
in 
western 
(-liina, and while tliere are occasional lo- 
cal robberies, in general Hiitiese ajid for- 
eigners engaged in legitimate pursuits 
arp as safe as in the I'nited States. 


"Prospects for the continuation of the 
republic are better today than at any 
time since the new government wa.s es- 
tablished. hence in the present condi- 
tion of China there is not the sUghtest 
justification for interference bv any oth- 
er government." 


Bishop Bashford has l)een reported as 
on his way to Washington to rlclivor a 
message to President Wilson on behalf 
of Y'uan Shi Kai. but would neither af- 
firm nor deny such a mission.

"Please make it clearly understood," 
emphasized the divine, "that I am not 
effecting the cures but that tile rite of 
thejayinii^ on of'hands and anointment 
with «acred oili 'ia beihg done by me, as 
« nrielt ot tlii clHueh, -ia tb« n'ank, of 


Jesus Christ of Nazareth. 


"The cry of the wov'ul today, in spite 
of a seeming materialism and worship 
of the golden calf, is for healing, not 
only bodily healing, but deeper 
still, 
that spiritual pcace, poise and power 
tliat only comes from liod'a presence in 
the soul. 
The Universal Holy Catholic 
Church of Christ, inchuling every branch 
that names His name, must answer the 
crv of the starving.millions. 
They arc 
asking for food and we feed them on 
painted viands. 


"A priest of the church has no more 
right to withhold the anointment of oil 
and the laying on of hands and healing 
of sick, to people who come for it, than 
he has the sacrament.

, Professor Beecher gives 106B B. C 
as th^ date of this lesson and the 
death of Samuel. Saul hM l>«en on 
the throne 37 years and I^vld waf 
twenty-seven years of age. There ar« 
ten famous episodes between the les« 
eon of last week and that of today. 
(1) David and the shew-bread; (2) 
Goliath's Bword; (3) David felguB 
madness (ch. 21); (4) The cave of 
Adullam; (5) His care of hla paiv 
ents; (6) The killing of the priests 
(ch. 22); (7) Wandering in the wil- 
derness (ch. 23); (8) The cutting of 
Saul's robe (ch. 24); (9)_Nabal's churi 
ishness, and (10) Abigail's kindness 
(ch. 25). 
It might be well to have 
one scholar give a summary of each of 
theae events. 


1. David and Abfahal, w . 5.7...I.» 
Once beftre, the Ziphitea had In- 
formed Saul as to David's whereabouts 
(23:19). Learning that Saul evident- 
ly Intended to follow him Into the wil- 
derness (v. 4), David sent spies to 
learn the exact location of Saul and 
the 3,000 men under command of Ab- 
ner. 
Abner was a cousin of Saul, a 
brave man with a remarkable history. 
Unwittingly they had placed them- 
selves in David's power, and that for 
a second time (24; 3-8). 
Like the 
camp of the MIdianites which Gideon 
visited, Saul and his men were scat- 
tered about sleeping "within the place 
of the wagons" (v. 5 R. V.), with Saul 
In the center, the spear marking his 
resting place and the bolster beneath 
his head. 
Doubtless Saul trusted Ab- 
ner's protection, but no arm of flesh 
can save or protest a sinful man. From 
a neighboring rock David and hla 
friends could distinguish the spear 
and the outlines of the camp, David's 
challenge was directed to both of his 
companions. Ahimelech, the Hlttite, 
declined the summons, whereas Ab|- 
shai, David's nephew who had already 
proved himself In the affair at the 
well (II Samuel 23:13-16) and later be- 
came a leading figure In David's king- 
dom, accepted the challenge. 


, II. David and Saul', w . 8-12.—Ablshai 
was quite right that God had deliv- 
ered Saul into David's hand (v. 8), but 
he was wrong In his conclusion as to 
what that meant. 
God delivered Saul 
that he might, if possible, save him. 
It was a challenge that tested David's 
magnanimity, his sense of honor and 
also an event wherein he could appeal 
to Saul's honor. 
Abishal's anger Ip 
evident from his words, "I will not 
smite him the second tin»«." 
There 
was ample provocation, but David rec- 
ognized in this experience the hand 
of God, nor would he profit by an- 
other's hand upraised "against, the 
.Lord's anointed" (v. 9). A conscience 
fless keen could have found an excuse 
fpr allowing another to strike a blow 
to his own profit. 
Saul was rejected 
of Jehovah, yet David preferred to 
let Jehovah execute his own decrees 
(ch. 24:15 cf. PS. 105:15). 


III. David and Abner, vv. 13-16.— 
Returning to his vantage point, 
doubtless the brow of a hill on the 
opposite side of the valley, a point 
of safety, David awakened the sleep- 
ing camp. Abner replied, "Whq art 
thou?" 
This cry sounds strangely like 
the present-day replies to the, chal- 
lenge of our David when a sleeping 
camp of sin is aroused. 
This call 
came at night. When our King shall 
return his visit will be unexpected and 
at night (I Thess. 5:2-4; Rev. 16:15). 
It would seem like a humiliation for 
this proud, haughty general, Abner, to 
be taunted by David (v. 15). As <iJiief 
officer he was responsible^ for the 
king's safety and his llfe.^ 
David 
therefore might well reproach and 
chide him, for his lack of fidelity was 
worthy of death. 
When Saul was 
thoroughly awake to the fact of 
David's visit to his camp and the fact 
that his life had been spared, he was 
moved to another one of his moments 
of repentance (w. 17-21). 


IV. The Result, w . 17-29.-~D4yid'8 


address to Saul, Is a remarkable one. 
He first appeals to reason (v. 18) and 
desires to know what. Jf any. fault 
he has committed. He next challenges 
the motives which Impelled Saul. Wai 
It God who sent him on this Journey 
or was It the evil counsel of men 
(v. 19)? If this latter then let God 
deal with them according to their 
just deserts. And, finally, David vses 
the two similea of a flea and 
par* 
tridge as evidence of his humility, hfg 
Inoffenslveness, 
his 
harmlesaoesit 
(Luke 14:11). 


Every sinner who fights against Qo4 
and against his anointed ones "plaje 
the fool" and will sooner or later, like 
Saul, awaken to the fact that he hae 
"erred exceedingly." 


David did not undertake his own 4e* 
Ilverance and "the Lord delivered him 
out of all his troubles" (v. 24; Ps. 18), 
David's last message to Saul as he 
bade them to send for his spear wm 
a declaration of Innocence and » 
prayer that God would give him safety 
•Ten as Saul's life had been spared. 


Saul's final word was a blessing and 
a prophecy of Darld'a ultimate til< 
umnh.

BE HKfflJO IFRICA 


Chief Sam Has Founded a 
Colony in Fertile Valley 
on West Coast. 


Muskogee, Okla., May 14.—Chief Al- 
fred C. Sam, who took a shipload 
of 
Oklahoma nefp-oes to Gold, Coast. Af- 
rica, last fall, has written Dack to^his 
organization at Weleetka that the'^uew 
colony has been started and that he 
is coming back soon for another ship- 
load of colonists. 
Just how soon b« 
does not state. 


According to Chief Sam's letter, the 
new colony is in a river valley seven- 
ty-five miles from 
Salt Pond, 
West 
Africa, and has obtained possession of 
sixty-four square 
miles of 
territory, 
which is owned in common. 
A town 
is being laid out on two hills which 
rise out of the river valley, and it is 
called Asubio City. 
The land is de- 
scribed as being wonderfully fertile i>nd 
the chief sa^'s that fifteen acres is all 
the land of this kind that one family 
can possibly handle with profit. 
Tell'of Great Prosperity. 


Generally speaking the stories sent 
back from the new colony are songs of 
joy and prosperity though some harrt- 
ehips are mentioned, but no details are 
given. 
Chief Sam says that he is very 
busy and that he would employ a sev- 
retary if he had the money, indicattng 
that real money is one of the articlfs 
scarce in Asubio. ' 


Chief Sam established the Oklahoma 
camp at Weleetka several months ba- 
fcre he got awajr with his first ship 
load of colonists. 
At one time 
more 
than one thousand negroes .were 
in 
this camp, all expected to be taken to 
Gold Coast. 
Only about three hundrt'l 
finally sailed from 
Galveston.

tained and the negroes still think they 
are to be transported to the new Eldo- 
rado.

'WOUID IE» FOR 
PEME, liOR WAR 


W. D. Foulke 
Discusses 
Possibilities of Proposed 
World Court. 


Cleveland, 0., May 14.—Using the de- 
velopment of the government 
of the 
United States as an analdgj-, ^^^lliam 
Dudley Foulke, of Richmond, I n ^ last 
night discussed "Possibilities and^imi- 
tations of a World Court" beforo the- 
congress. considering that proposal. Aft- 
er sketching the history of the continen- 
tal congress and pointing out its de- 
fects as reflected in the writings and 
speeches of leaders^of 
the 
American 
revolution, he said in part: 


"This development of our national con- 
stitution and judiciary out of the mere 
league organized by the articles of con- 
federation, foreshadows in its 
general 
features, the course which mankind is 
likely to take in'organizing some com- 
ing federation of the UnUed States of 
tZurope or of the world. 
The gradual 
union of mankind "in larger'and larger 
units, first the family, then the clan, 
the tribe, the city, the nation and finally 
the empire or great federated republic 
will have its final completion in a world 
empire or a world federation. That wiTI 
be the only way in which war will ever 
become extinct." 


Mr. Foulke emphasized that such a 
development must, of necessity be slow, 
then added: 


"But the foundation courses have al- 
ready been laid in- The Hague confer- 
ences and the panel of jiidges and the 
one thing most practicable today 
to 
further the building of this tremendous 
edifice is the establishment of a perma- 
nent world court."' 


He predicted that "after an interna- 
tional judiciary a rudimentary legisla- 
ture. will probably be the next step," 
and that the executive power will come 
last. 
After pointing out the obstacles 
that seemingly prevent any consumma- 
tion of such possible development, Mr. 
Foulke said: 


"But it wa.s during war that our first 
league of American states.was formed. 
It was the outbreak of thp present war 
that an alliance was made among a num- 
ber of great powers. 
It is at the con- 
clusion of this war that Ave may hope 
for a league among many of the 
most 
powerful nations for the 
maintenance 
of peace; a league • • • which may well 
develop, when the necessity of 'a more 
perfect union' 
bccoraes 
clear, into a 
world-wide confederacy, which shall have 
an full dominion over the nations as 
our federal union - has over the states 
of the American republic. 


"But even then the whole work will 
not be done. 
Insurrections and rebel- 
lions, like our own civil war, may be 
required to consolidate that union be- 
fore the time shall come when nation 
shall not take up arms against nation, 
neither shall they learn war anj more."

The Hague, April 15.—Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.—Holland is now 
sufferinff from high food prices, the re- 
sult of various causes, chief of which 
was the rush of Dutch producers at the 
beffinninp: of the war to take advantage 
of the increased demand from abroad 
and the consequently augmented rates 
offered bj' foreign buyers. 


Retail prices of a number of articles 
of consumption have risen in ever-in- 
creasing ratio ever since the outbreak of 
hostilities, 
iitatistics covering twenty- 
seven articles have been compiled 
and 
these show that, figuring the 
average 
cost at 100 during tlie past tAventy years, 
the prices have now risen by 80 
per 
cent. 
Prices, however, had started go- 
ing up some time before the war. 
In 
fact, since 1907 they have been rising 
steadily two or three points a year un- 
til July, 1914, when they stood at 113. 
From August to December last year they 
jumped suddenly to 121, in January this 
year they had mounted to 129, in Feb- 
ruary to 1.30, and they are 
still 
go- 
ing up. 


Meat, especially pork, has 
gone 
up 
considerably in price. 
Part of this in- 
crease is due to the rise in fodder, hay 
а.hd oil cake, but much of it has been 
brought about by the passing over the 
frontier into Germany of live animals, 
whose further export, however, has been 
forbidden. Meat also has been exporcd 
in large quantities, Germany taking in 
February this year alone about 8,750,- 
000. pounds of pork and Great Britain 
б,500,000 
pounds from 
Holland. 
The 
price of first quality beef, live weight, 
wholesale, has gone up since August^last 
from an average of 16 cents to IS.cents 
a pound, while the retail price ha« in-1 
creased from 22 to 26 i cents a pound. 
Pork, live vrein^ht, wholesale, whiclircost 
in August BYs 
cents a 
pound, 


retail butcher's price has risen in 
the 
same time from an average of about 19 
cents to about 28 cents a pound. 


Potatoes form one of the products of 
which Holland always possesses a sur- 
plus, and the question of their profit- 
able export is an important considera- 
tion. 
A large part of the 
cultivated 
land in Holland is planted with them, 
the total extent being about 
400,000 
acres, most of 
in the four northern 
provinces. 
The quantity of the 
crop 
produced 
annually is 
about 2,400,000 
tons, valued at about $28,000,000. About 
720,000 tons of this quantity is ground 
into potato flour, for which since the 
war began there has been an enormous 
demand from German}'. 
There was also 
a greater demand for potatoes in Hol- 
land itself owing to the presence of so 
many Belgian refugees and also to the 
use of potatoes for cattle feed instead 
of oil cake, which had become high in 
price. 
At one time there was a.danger 
of a'shortage of potatoes in this coun- 
try in consequence of the increased ex- 
ports and the minister of 
agriculture 
for a time prohibited their export as a 
precautionary measure in order to keep 
sufficient of them in stock for emergen- 
cies. Several of tlie larger cities bought 
up stocks at the same tfme, but the mu- 
nicipalities are now finding they made 
a mistake, for the potatoes are still on 
their hands and some of them are rot-

of 1913-1914. 
The high prices paid by 
Germany made the local price mount 
aiid the government found itself com- 
pelled to fix a maximum price for re- 
tail selling, as the working classes had 
begun to feel the pinch. 


Cabbages and other green vegetables 
have also become more expensive since 
Germany has been calling for more and 
more imports of truck garden produce. 
The truck gardeners are natv'.rally mak- 
ing good profits and the Dutch consum- 
ers find themselves compelled to 
pay 
more for their vegetables. 
The 
truck 
farmers, however, are making strong op- 
position to a proposal to regulate 
or 
prohibit exports of these products, which 
they declare would ruin their business. 
They argue that the sale by them 
of 
their produce to foreigners brings money 
into Holland wjiich otherwise would not 
reach this country and which helps the 
people to tide over 
the 
hard 
times 
brought about by the war. 
Meantime 
the Dutch housewife is compelled to pay 
more for her food anfl sees no benefit 
coming to her from the increased ex- 
ports;

vindicate once more the position of thai 
fovernment with regard to the sacred 
freedom of the seas. 


"The government of the United States 


has been apprised that the imperial Ger- 
man government considered themselves 
to be obliged by the extraordinary cir- 
cumstances of the present; war, and the 
measures adopted by their adversaries in 
seeking to cut Germany off from all com- 
merce, to adopt methods of retaliation 
which -go much beyond the ordinary 
methods of warfare at sea, in the proc- 
lamation of a war tone from which they 
have-warneS neutral ships to keep away. 
This 
government 
has already taken 


occasion to inform the imperial German 
fovernment, that it cannot admit the 
adoption of such measures or such a 
warning of danger to operate as in any 
degree an abbreviation of the rights of 
American shipmasters or of American 
citizens bound on lawful errands as pas- 
sengers on merchant ships of belligerent 
nationality; and that it must hold the 
imperial German government to a strict 
accountability for any infringement of 
those rights, intentional or incidental. It 
does not understand the imperial gov- 
ernment to question those rights. It 
assumes, on the contrary, that the im- 
perial German government accept as of 
course, the rule that the lives of non- 
combatants, whether they be of neutral 
citizenship or citizens of one of the na- 
tions at war, cannot lawfully or right- 
fully be put in jeopardy by the capture 
or destruction of ah unarmed merchant- 
man, and recognize also, as all other na- 
tions do, the obligation to take the usual 
precaution of visit and search to ascer- 
tain whether a suspected merchantman 
is in fact of-belligerent nationality or 
is in fact carrying contraband of war 
under a neutral flag. 


"The government of the United States 


therefore, desires to call the attention 
of the imperial German government with 
the utmost earnestness to the fact tha 
the objection to their present method 
of attack against the trade of their ene- 
mies lies in the practical impossibility 
of employing submarines in the destruc- 
tion of commerce without disregarding 
those rules of fairness, reason, justice 
and humanity which all modern opinion 
regards as imperative.. It is practically 
impossible for the officers of a.subma- 
rine to visit a merchantman at sea- and 
examine her papers and cargo. It is 
practically impossible for them to make 
a prize of her and if they cannot put a 
prize crew on board of her, they cannot 
sink her without leaving her crew and 
all on board of her to the mercy of the 
sea in her small boats. Th«e facts, it 
is understood, the imperial German gov- 
ernment frankly admits. 
We are in- 


formed that in the instances of which 
we have spoken time enough for even 
that poor measure of safety was not 
given, and in at least two of the cases 
cited, not so much as a warning was re- 
ceived. 
Manifestly submarines cannot 


be used against.merchantmen as the lasi 
few weeks have shown, without an in- 
evitable violation of many sacred princi- 
ples of justice and humanity. 


"American citizens act within their 


indisputable rights in taking their ships 
and in traveling wherever their legiti 
mate business calls them upon the MR! 
seas and exercise those rights in wha 
should be the well justified confiaeno 
that their lives will not be endangerei 
by acts done in clear violation of uni 
versally 
acknowledged 
internationa 


obligations and certainly in the confl 
dence that their own government wi' 
.sustain them in the

pointing out that no warning that an 
unlawful and humane act 
would be 


committed can possibly be accepted as 
an excuse or palliation for that act or 
as abatement of the responsibility for 
its commission. 


"Long acquainted as this government 


has been with the character of the im- 
perial German government and with the 
high principles of equity by which they 
have in the past been actuated and 
guided, the government of the United 
States cannot 
believe 
that the com- 


manders of the vessels which committed 
these acts of lawlessness did so except 
under a misapprehension of the orders 
ssued by the imperial German naval 
.uthorities. It takes it for panted 
hat, at least within the practical pos- 
sibilities of every such case, the com- 
manders even of submarines were ex- 
nected to do nothing that would involve 
.he 
lives 
of 
non-combatants or the 


safety of neutral ships, and even at the 
cost of failing of their object of cap- 
:ure or destruction. It confidently ex- 
>ects, therefore, that the imperial Ger- 
nan government will disavow the acts 
of which the government of the Unitefl 
States complains, that they will make 
reparation so far as reparation is pos- 
sible, for injuries which are without 
measure and that they will take imme- 
diate steps to prevent the recurrence of 
anything so obviously subversive ot the 
principles of warfare for which the im- 
perial German government have In the 
past so wisely and so firmly contended. 


"The government and the people of 


the United States look to the imperial 
German government for jnst, piompt 
and enlightened action in this vital 
matter with the greater confidence be- 
cause the United States and Germany 
are bound together not only by special 
ties of friendship, but also by the ex- 
plicit stipulations of the treaty of 1828 
between the United States 
and the 


kinedom of Prussia. 


"Expressions of regret anfl offers of 


reparation in case of the destruction of 
neutral ships sunk by mistake while 
they may satisfy international obliga- 
tions if no loss of life results, cannot 
justify or excuse a practice, the natural 
and necessary effect of which is to 'sub- 
ject neutral nations an8 neutral per- 
sons to new and immeasurable risks.

Extending the Rural Routes 


".' . -'AnJaoitncement is made in "Washington that during the perio 
frojn April 1 to May 1, re-adjustment of the rural postal service re 
fluked opiating expenses $292,052.' This sum has heen utilized inj 
the ^establishment of 439 new routes, serving approximately 254,435 
additional persons. From May. 1 to May 5, a reduction in operating 
expenses of $120,408 resulted. This sum was utilized to estahlish 
170 new routes, sen-ing approximately 99,230 additional persons. 


,JTt is apparent that the, plans of Postmaster General Burlesoii 


contemplate a vast extension of the service in all parts of the coun- 
try where it is at all practicable or desirable. Every petition pend- 
iag"l»:the.poBQtffice department for the establishment of rural deliv- 
ery -service-baa now been approved by the postmaster-general. Or- 
der^ bfiYe heen issued which will .put all this new service into oper- 
ation 4urin8 *ne present fiscal year. 
- ~As the next step toward the expansion of the postal service on 
terms of equality throughout the United States, the postmaster- 
general has directed his fourth assistant, who has charge of rural de« 
&veTy perviflfl, to provide for the extension of delivery to all patrons 
reasonably entitled to it, regardless of whether or not a petition for 
the service is on file in the department. 


This introduces a new policy in the administration of postal af- 


fairs.--The department, therefore, will move for the extension of 
postal-facilities' and not wait for requests therefor. Investigation 
will be made to ascertain the localities where necessity justifies the 
establishment of new routes or the extension of old ones. 


.To this end postmasters in localities where it appears that pres- 


ent service is not adequate, will be instructed to make detailed re- 
ports to the postmaster-general as to whether the establishment of 
new rural routes in their vicinity would not be desirable. In fine, 
these postmasters will be expected to furnish the department with 
information as to how the existing service can be enlarged to meet 
the requirements of all prospective patrons. 


It is doubtful if any progressive step in American postal methods 


has been BO widely beneficial or so deeply appreciated by the public 
as has heen the rural free delivery service.

DAVID SPARES SAUL. 


• LESSON TEXT-I Samuel M:5-M. 


GOLDEN TEXT—Love your «nemie«, do 


good to them that hate you.—Luke 6:17. , 


! Professor Beecher give* 1065 B. C. 
as the date ot this lessoa and the 
death ot Samuel. Saul had been on 
the throne 37 years and David was 
twenty-seven years ot age. There are 
ten famous episodes between the lev- 
eon ot last week and that ot today. 
(1) David and the show-bread; (2) 
Goliath's sword; (3) David feigns 
madness (ch. 21); (4) The cave of 
Adullam; (5) His care of his par- 
ents; (6) The killing ot the priests 
(ch. 22); (7) Wandering In the wil- 
derness (ch. 23); (8) The cutting of 
Saul's robe (ch. 24); (9) Nabal's churl- 
ishness, and (10) Abigail's kindness 
(ch. 25). 
It might be well to have 


one scholar give a summary of etch of 
these events. 


I., David and Ablihal, w. 5-7/-' 
Once before, the Zlphltes had In- 


formed Saul as to David's whereabouts 
(23:19). Learning that Saul evident- 
ly Intended to follow him Into the wil- 
derness (v. 4), David sent spies to 
learn the exact location of Saul and 
the 3,000 men under command of Ab- 
ner. Abner was a cousin of Saul, a 
brave man with a remarkable history. 
"Unwittingly they had placed them- 
selves In David's power, and that for 
a second time (24:3-8). 
Like the 


camp of the Mldianltes which Gideon 
visited, Saul and his mon were scat- 
tered about sleeping "within the place 
ot the wagons" (T. 6 R. V.), with Saul 
In the center, the spear marking his 
resting place and the bolster beneath 
his head. 
Doubtless Saul trusted Ab-. 


ner"s protection, but no arm of flesh 
can save or protest a sinful man. From 


neighboring rock David and bU 


friends could distinguish the spear 
and the outlines of the camp. David's 
challenge was directed to both of his 
companions. Ahlmelech, the Hittlte, 
declined the summons, whereas Abl- 
shai, David's nephew who had already 
proved himself In the affair at the 
.well (II Samuel 23:13-16) and later be- 
came a leading figure In David's king- 
dom, 
accepted the challenge, 


, II. David and Saul, vv. 8-12.—Abishal 
was quite right that 'God had deliv- 
ered Saul Into David's hand (v. 8), but 
he was wrong In his cdncluslon as to 
what that meant. 
God delivered Saul 


that he might, If possible, save him. 
It was a challenge that tested David's 
magnanimity, his sense of honor and 
'also an event wherein he could appeal 
to Saul's honor. Abishal's anger is 
evident from his words, "I will not 
smite him the second -time;"- 
There 


was ample provocation, but David rec- 
ognized in this experience the hand 
ot God, nor would he profit by an- 
other's hand upraised "against the 
Lord's anointed" (v. 9). A conscience 
iless keen could have found an excuse 
for allowing another to strike a blow 
to his own profit. 
Saul was rejected 


of Jehovah, yet David preferred to 
let Jehovah execute his own decrees 
(ch. 24:15 cf. Ps. 105:15).
